Vote Next Tuesday
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There are 18,246 registered voters In Tor­ 
rance and. unfortunately, far too many will 
not even bother to go to the polls next Tues­ 
day. This is a sad commentary on the value 
placed on his citizenship by the average Ameri­ 
can. It Is particularly true at this time when 
the assault on personal freedom continues 
almost unabated, when hundreds of millions 
have been enslaved by communism.

Lack of Interest In local elections may in­ 
dicate one of two things: either the electorate 
I* completely satisfied with a status quo or 
Is Just too lazy to care. Mony a rascal has

walked Into office through a backdoor left, 
open hy the voters who didn't care In a vital 
primary election. This can and has under­ 
mined the bulwarks of our national govern­ 
ment.

Citizens should awake Tuesday morning 
resolved to discharge an Important privilege 
and obligation by going directly to the polls. 
Then, and only then, can we have clear cut 
svidence that the people have made their de­ 
cision and have made use of a priceless 
franchise.

Re-elect Governor Knight
Torrance felt the stimulating Impact of 

Governor Goodwin Knight's personality on» 
day this week when he visited this city of 
more than 18,000 registered voters. Those who 
met him for the first time learned why Gov­ 
ernor Knight has earned a national reputation 
for keen mlndedness, wholesome good humor 
and apparently endless vitality. His objective 
was, of course, re-election to an office he has 
more than filled since the elevation of his pre­ 
decessor to the Supreme Court. He certainly 
didn't, lose any votes In his short but Impres- 
live visit to Torrance,

California needs Governor Knight for the 
critical development years ahead. His is a 
personality that exactly meets the specifica­ 
tions for this golden state of opportunity. No 
man is more widely known In California and 
thousands who call him "Goodie" do so re­ 
spectfully and affectionately.

The Herald unreservedly recommends the 
re-election of Governor Knight.

Parking Meter Question
The city government, shortly must come 

to a decision on parking meters. Wherever the 
subject has come up in thousands of American 
communities It has touched off controversy 
between factions of thought, for or against.

Tnrrance has a parking problem and, de­ 
spite sound fiscal policies In the management 
of the city, it has a city revenue problem. 
Considered opinion by experts lends credence 
to the conclusion that parking meters can go 
a long way toward solving both. There are few 
cases on record where parking meters have 
been removed after they have been given a 
fair trial. That Is one of the best arguments 
for them.

  Chartered cities in California have a pecu­ 
liar   habit of electing city councils and then

lying their hands by the pressure of public 
opinion that forces these same officials to 
resort to expensive referendum. It is only logic 
to assume that. If the people had enough confi­ 
dence to elect them to office, they should be 
willing to trust them to make a decision as to 
whether or not parking meters are best for 
the city.

It would seem that nothing would be lost, 
and no great Inconvenience to anyone would 
be caused, by Installation of meters for a fair 
trial period. On the other hand, Torrance may 
learn as so many other cities already have  
meters often go a long way toward solving 
the parking problem., Often, the very persons 
most opposed to parking meters become 
boosters after they have discovered their 
practical convenience.

A growing number of youths must be 
turned loose by authorities to continue law- 
breaking because the Jail and all other facili­ 
ties are too crowded.

Such intolerable conditions as these pro­ 
vide a "Crime School" which only adds to the 
juvenile problem.

  They mean heartbreak for the minor 
offenders, primarily detained because they are 
homeless, deserted or have been treated 
cruelly by adults.

They mean that petty violators without 
previous records learn how to be a "big-shot 
criminals," Infecting the neighborhood to 
which they return.

Law enforcement is hampered by lack of 
facilities for detaining youthful law violators 
while their cases and associates are investi­ 
gated.

Passage of Proposition "A" on the June 8 
ballot will relieve these dangerous and in­ 
human conditions.

Proposition "A" provides a bond Issue of 
$1,800,000 for new, proper juvenile detention 
facilities, away from crowded downtown Los 
Angeles. The site itself Is yet to be determined, 
hut will expedite a planned decentralization 
program.

The. new County youth center will give 
proper care, housing and rehabilitation facili­ 
ties for an additional 200 teen-agers. This Is 
more than the number now locked In the 
County Jail.

The cost Is a fraction of the price the 
community now pays in property loss and 
damage, added law enforcement, and other 
charges caused directly by these conditions. 
The bonds would add an estimated 1/5 of 1 
cent to the tax rate.

Many organizations and individuals, too 
long to list here, endorse Proposition "A." 
They Include public employee groups, Cham­ 
bers of Commerce, PTA, Coordinating Coun­ 
cils, labor organizations, property owners, 
minority groups, churches, women's clubs, law 
enforcement agencies, the c'ounty Grand Jury, 
youth organizations and service clubs.

They plead for your help in passage of 
this humane and economic "MUST" for your 
community . . . perhaps for your own children. 
Tell others and by all means VOTE YESx ON 
PROPOSITION "A," June 8.

It's Your Country

Depth of Controversy
DOUBLE PURPOSE: It Is 

clear now that the term "Army- 
McCarthy controversy" was a 
misnomer and the the more 
accurate term la the Adminis­ 
tration-McCarthy controversy. 
Call It what you will, It actual­ 
ly Is a "get McCarthy" cam­ 
paign In which the administra­ 
tion is strongly nided by the 
communists and fellow travel­ 
ers, by the ADA. and by the 
left wing elements in both par­ 
ties who are more concerned 
with making political hay 
than with rooting out com­ 
munists.

The scheme behind this con­ 
troversy Is not new. It began 
with Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
who threw his 1932 platform 
overboard upon his inaugura­ 
tion in 1933 and started the 
development of steadily in­ 
creasing power for the execu­ 
tive hranch of our government.

This scheme serves a double 
purpose. It provides more pow­ 
er and less Interference for 
the executive department and 
at the same time It fits in 
with the plans of the Marxist- 
minded leftwlngers and inter­ 
nationalists, for both tho ex­ 
ecutive department and t h e 
Marxists know full well that 
a strong Congress is, in ef­ 
fect, the American people and 
therefore a force to be reckon­ 
ed with.

Since the earliest days of the 
Dies committee, executive be- 
llttlement of the activities of 
duly constituted committees of 
the Congress and their chair­ 
men soeldng to expose subver­ 
sives has been a continual ac­ 
tion. In the case of Elsen­ 
hower It is an action which 
violates his own campaign 
pledge to root out communists, 
pinks, and subversives from 
government agencies.

SPECIOUS INFERENCE: Fol­ 
lowing the Roosevelt example, 
tho Truman administration de- 
vised the term "red herring" 
for the disclosures made by 
congressional committees in 
trying to rid our government 
of active communists and com­ 
munist dupes. A more .vubtlo 
device Is now In use.

Currently we are told by tin; 
.chief executive and the attor- 
' ney general that It is the sole 
responsibility of the executive 
branch to enforce the laws and 
that such responsibility can't 
be usurped by any individual. 
This statement, as have other 
executive department state­ 
ment: , contains an element of 
speciousness due to the cir­ 
cumstances and conditions un­ 
der which it was made.   The 
inference hy Elsenhower and 
Hrowiiell Is that Senator McCar­ 
thy is attempting to enforce 
the laws and usurp an execu­ 
tive responsibility.

This patently is not true. 
Senator McCarthy Is the chair­ 
man of a Senate investigating 
committee which has been 
duly authorized to Investigate 
subversion, among other things, 
for the sole purpose of deter­ 
mining whether tho executive 
branch of our government has 
been performing its task of ad­ 
ministering the laws of the 
lard. He Is completely with­ 
out the power to prosecute, In­ 
dict, or sentence. Yet In try­ 
ing to create the Impression 
that he has attempted to do 
so, the president and the at­ 
torney ventral are leaning hea- 
vlly on what they apparently the

hope is the Ignorance of the 
American people with respeot 
to the functions of their gov­ 
ernment.

NO FACTUAL BASIS: Again 
by inference and not byname, 
Elsenhowor and Brownell hare 
accused McCarthy of seeking 
"to set himself above the laws 
of our land." This inferential 
charge has not the slightest 
basis In fact and cannot have 
until such time as some fur­ 
ther presidential edict may de­ 
clare all congressional Investi­ 
gations to be Illegal; for If an 
investigating committee is to 
form i!s authorized func­ 
tions it must seek Information 
and It must accept informa­ 
tion from any source, to In­ 
clude federal employes.

Another device used in an 
attempt to discredit McCarthy 
Is the interpretation given to 
the press by the White House 
press secretary, who said 
that the Els-enhower-Brownell 
statement hnd reference to giv­ 
ing classified information to ' 
persons "not authorized' to 
receive it. As chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Guvt-ni- 
mcnt Operations, why should 
Senator McCarthy be consider­ 
ed "not authorized" to receive 
confidential Infor/natlon per­ 
taining to subversion and mis­ 
conduct In government? In­ 
deed, this is precisely the In- 
formation his committee was 
created to receive.

If tho president and the at­ 
torney general feel that Sena­ 
tor McCarthy, as chair-man of 
the Senat? Committee on Gov­ 
ernment Operations, Is not a 
pel-son authorized to receive 
confidential Information with 
respect to government opera­ 
tions, and has no right to In­ 
vestigate defense departments 
and Installations, they should 
refer to Article I, Section S, 
Clause 14 of the Constitution 
of the United States, which 
says that the Congress shall 
have the power "To make rules 
for the government and regu­ 
lation of the land and naval 
forces."

THEY DARE NOT SAYl Nto  
one In the executive depart­ 
ment dares to say, "We want 
to protect those responsible 
for o o m m u n I s t s In gov­ 
ernment," so they resort in­ 
stead to executive dlroctlves de­ 
signed to seal Iho lips of fed­ 
eral employes where commun­ 
ist activities are concerned. 
This, In effect, deprives the 
federal employo of his right : 
8s a citizen to protect the con­ 
stitutional Republic of which 
he Is a member.

If this applies to federal em­ 
ployes, It certainly could be ex­ 
tended to all other citizens, for 
there Is no article In our Con­ 
stitution, or In other laws of 
our land, which singles out 
the- federal employe and de­ 
prives him of his rights as a 
citizen.

It would further appear un­ 
der such Interpretation that 
the rights of Congress to pro- 
tact the people's Interests have 
also been destroyed by presi­ 
dential edict. We elect our 
representatives for the sole 
purpose of seeing to It that 
our rights as citizens are not 
destroyed, and il they can­ 
not function In this capacity 
then all elections are futile and 
we have existent within our 
land a dictatorship resting In

cutiv rt
